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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed because the closest prior art, Osann, JR. (US 2003/0153364 Al) and 
Seme (US 2003/0125927 Al), either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
obvious that a signal converting capability and network-based wireless telephone communication 
device allowed to be linked between two different communication systems, as argued by 
applicants. 

Claims 2-1 1 depend on claim 1. Therefore, they are allowed.
